New York broker, 
who described himself as a sales 
representative of the E. I. Du Pont 
Co. in Russia, said ho was “ fully 
prepared" to exercise his option 
on a 50-year concession ou oil and 
mineral deposits in Ethiopia. 
The concession, in the form of 
an agreement signed by Warqneq 
C. Martin, Ethiopian envoy at tan . 
don, and Chertok, was verified by 
the Ethiopian legation in London 
today. • 
Chertok declared that “ he could 
deliver to m o rro w " 
the 
$1,00,000 
loan to the Ethiopian government 
for 
which 
the 
concession 
was 
given as security. 
The agreement, signed Ju ly 19, 
al London, stipulates the money 
must be paid over within 90 days 
of the signing for the concession 
to be exercised.

Averages 220 Miles an Hour 


To Win After Turner’s 


Engine Goes Bad

3 — Harold 
Neumann. 29. of Moline. 111., 
a 
nervy, 
precise racing pilot, held 


the highest prize offered by the 
1935 Nat loin I Air Races today— 
the Thompson trophy. 
Neumann flew a plan* known as 
“ Mr. Mulligan” 
IO perilous laps 
around a misty 15-mile course yes­ 
terday to win first place In the 
Thompson trophy rate. His aver­ 
age speed was 220 miles an hour. 
Not until he c a m e to earth af­ 
ter the race, did Neumann know he 
had won. He thought Col. Roscoe 
Turner, far in the lead for eight 
laps, had won the rt.ee. 
Turner Forced Down 
A broken oil line brought Turner 
down as he streaked around the 
course on the ninth lap at a speed 
of nearly four miles a minute. A 
crowd estimated by air officials at 
55.000 persons saw Turner head 
his plane almost straight up into 
the sky too get off the course and 
then land It safely. 
“ I'm just lucky as hell.” Turner 
said. 
His face and goggles were 
streaked with oil. 
"M r. 
Mulligan,” 
is the 
same 
plane in which 
Ben 
Howard of 
Chicago defeated 
Turner by 23.5 
seconds In the Bendix derby from 
Los Angeles to Cleveland Friday. 
Howard owns the plane. 
S. J. Wlttm an of Oshkosh. Wis.. 
finished the Thompson race in sec­ 
ond place less than a minute be­ 
hind Neumann. 
He averaged 218 
miles an hour. Roger Don Rae, of 
Lemont. III., was third at a speed 
of 218 miles an hour; Joe Jacob­ 
son of Chicago was fourth at 209; 
Lee Miles of Farmingdale. L. I , 
was fifth wikh 193. 
and 
Marion 
McKeen of Los Angeles was sixth 
with 188. 
Held Plane Back 
“ I never had 'Mr. Mulligan' wide 
open or even up to the top cruis­ 
ing speed because | didn't want to 
take a chance of burning out a pis­ 
ton and cylinder as 
I 
did this 
morning when I was making mv 
qualifying flight,” Neumann 
said 
after the race. 
Neumann collected $6,750 for tak­ 
ing first place. He also won all 
three heats of the L. W . Creve 
trophy race. 
Jam es H . Doolittle aet the 
rec­ 
ord of 252 miles an hour for the 
Thompson race here in 1932. 


Italy and African Empire to 


Be Asked to Keep Peace 


During Conference 


Bi Th* Aim tw UA Pr*»». 
G E N E V A . Sept. 3. — Informed) 
diplomats said today the League of 
Nations’ first step in preserving 
peace in Ethiopia probably would 
he to ask Prem ier Mussolini and 
Emperor Haile Selassie to pledge 
themselves not to resort to war to 
settle their dispute. 
They indicated the British dele­ 
gation. which is coming to make ; 
every effort to avert hostilities, is 
considering this way of initiating 
league action on the problem. 
Advocates of this step pointed 
out that lf cither of the two lead­ 
ers refused such a pledge during 
the council's examination of 
the 
question, the situation 
could 
be 
chanved Immediately. It was con­ 
een able, they indicated, that the 
council could judge a real threat 
of war to exist and take definite 
measures to safeguard peace un­ 
derarticle ll of the League's cov­ 
enant. (Article l l provides penal­ 
ties for violation of the covenant!. 
W eaker Nations Afraid 
In such an event, these sources 
suggested, refusal to pledge against 
resorting to war could precipitate 
a situation which 
might involve 
consideration of sanctions. 
Some of the weaker nations of 
the League membership were man!- 
festly anxious on the eve of the 
council meeting. 
As the delegates arrived for the 
momentous 
session, 
it

certain that the three chief topics 
would be: 
1. The report by Anthony Eden. 
British minister for League affairs, 
on the unsuccessful tri-power con­ 
ference In Paris.

Loyalties Conflict 
Not si! of this nervousness arises 
from the fear of some day being 
trapped in a position similar to the 
present one of Ethiopia. 
Several 
of these smaller powers are already 
• aught in a delimma of conflicting 
loyalties. 
Little Austria, strugling to main- 
fain its Independence, has placed 
itself on record in Its official gov. 
ernment gazette as siding 
deft- 
tritely with 
Italy 
against 
“ The 
fiction of Ethiopian independence.” 
Hungary, too, la torn by conflict­ 
ing tendencies, wishing 
both 
to 
♦ ling to its close friendship with 
Italy and yet avoid 
showing 
an 
antl-Britlah position, 
and 
simul­ 
taneously to build up good rela­ 
tions with Germany. 
The little entente states find 
themselves attempting a difficult 
balancing feat-strict 
maintenance 
of the League of Nations authority 
and the inviolability of the coven­ 
ant and yet the closest possible 
cooperation with France, which Is 
In turn trying desperately to avoid 
a break with Italy. 
If the League collapses, a great 
power can still depend upon Itself. 
A little state runs the double risk 
of losing the League 
protection 
and betting on the wrong horse 
among the atronger powers. 
Eden's report will be placed be 
fore the council tomorrow.

Tendency May Prove Un­ 


wise, Doctor Says 


By ROYAL S COPELAND. M. 0. 
FOR A GOOD many years left­ 
handedness was considered a seri­ 
ous drawback. 
Bv some extrem­ 
ists It was actually Interpreted as 
a forerunner of 
serious 
nervous 
disorder. 
But we are learning a 
lot. 
I am glad to say that the old 
Ideas about 1eft-hand*dnest, have 
completely changed. It is no long 
ar looked upon a s something to be 
ashamed of and a handicap to pro­ 
gress. 
Yet there are many who still re­ 
gard 
left handedness as seriously 
undesirable. 
I often receive in­ 
quiries from mothers who regard 
It as a "problem ." Only recently a 
mother wrote me asking whether 
her left-handed child "could ever 
be hoi mal and healthy.” 
Geniuses Often 'Lefties' 
What 
is so 
Important 
about 
“ handedness?” It Is not vitally im­ 
portant, I assure you. A 'hild who 
ta left-handed is just as likely lobe 
norm a1 as his right handed brother 
or sister. Some of the most bril­ 
liant men in 
history 
wore 
left 
handed. 
Many 
outstanding 
sur­ 
geons and engineers, draughtsmen 
and lawyers are In this class. 
In the study 
of 
this 
problem 
there has been 
established 
the 
conviction that It Is unwise to curb 
the left-handed tendency. 
When 
the child shows a definite Inclina­ 
tion to use his left hand it Is inad­ 
visable to force him to use the 
other. 
I do not mean. of 
course, that 
the child should be encouraged to 
use his left hand But lf he shows 
a 
marked tendency or preference 
for the use of the left hand, do not 
scold him or fuss with him about 
the matter. Let him go along using 
the hand of his choice. Of course, 
It is better if you can by gentle 
means Inspire the use of the right 
hand, but never force the child to 
overcome his natural bent. 
Don’t Oppose Nature 
A child who was compelled to 
use the right hand against his nat­ 
ural inclination* 
often 
develops 
signs of Irritability and nervous­ 
ness. 
Sooner or later, strange as 
It may seem, Insistence on right­ 
handedness may result In speech

as stam m ering and 
stuttering.

Please bear in mind that right

President Roosevelt announced lait 
night the vetoes of seven billa and 
the approval ot one In his clean-up 
after the close of the last session 
of congress. 
Abandoning the method of “pock­ 
et vetoes.” he stipulated his rea­ 
sons for disapproval of the m esa 
urea. which Included one to pay 
travel expenses of Spanish Ameri­ 
can war veterans returning from 
the Philippine Islands after signing 
the treaty of peace. 
Other 
measures vetoed 
were 
those for the relief of various indi 
viduals. 
The m easure approved is to per­ 
mit the Menominee Indians of Wis­ 
consin to sue the government in 
the court of claims to recover title 
to certain land. 
Despite this batch of work. Mr. 
Roosevelt found time to indulge in 
same Labor day leisure, visiting 
with friends at a luncheon at the 
family cottage across the Albany 
Post road on the home estate. 
After luncheon he drove over the 
new road Just constructed on the 
flo rid a —one similar to the farm 
sKSWrket 
roads 
included In the 
works relief program. He expressed 
Approval. 
Mrs. Roosevelt left the luncheon 
to board a train for W innetka, IIL, 
to attend the funeral of Mrs. Harold 
Ickes. Postm aster General Farley 
also was on the train. O ther mem 
bere of the cabinet are going from 
their W ashington posts. 
In vetoing the Spanish-Amerlcan 
travel expense bill, the President 
stated the cost 
would 
be 
near 
17.000.000. 
He added: 
“Congress has heretofore recog 
nixed the service of these officers 
and men by the award of a special 
medal, and there was also an allow- 
anre by the act of congress ap­ 
proved Jan. 12. 1899, of two months 
extra pay to all volunteers who 
served honestly and fa ith fu l be­ 
yond the continental lim its of the 
United States.

Victoria'* Birthplace 
Queen Victoria was born in Ken­ 
sington palace where she passed 
her girlhood under the watchful eye 
of her mother, 
the 
Duchess of 
Kent. 
At the palace, too, she was 
Informed of her accession to the 
throne of England. 
And so, Kens­ 
ington palace is a shrine to the 
people of England, although they, 
too, like so many visitors, do not 
think of visiting It. 
It is a pity 
th at this la so, for it is Interesting 
and instructive 
to 
walk up the 
beautful Wren staircase through 
oak-paneled rooms to the chambers 
in the southwestern corner of the 
old palace 
especially 
associated 
with Victoria. 
Queen Mary has been chiefly in­ 
strumental in restoring the appoint­ 
ments and furnishing of this suite, 
and it is one of her pet hobbles for 
she has gathered together many 
personal objects which belonged to 
Victoria or were associated with 
her reign.

SAFETY TESTED 
IN BLIMP PLANE 


Curious Craft Can Rise and 


Descend Without Danger, 


Inventor Says 


Br Th* l ulu! Pr*M. 
PARIS, S ept 3.—A fool-proof air­ 
craft, whose inventor describes it 
as “the dream of 
fearful people, 
children and nurses'* has under­ 
gone remarkably successful testa 
at Toussus-ie-Noble, near Paris. 
It is a curious machine — half 
airplane, half ''sausage." 
A ride 
in it Is proclaimed to be as safe as 
a morning walk. The ship can rise 
aa straight aa if It were an eleva­ 
tor shaft, can descend the same way 
and la capable of remaining virtu­ 
ally still in the air at almost any 
altitude or can travel forward at 
about BO miles an hour. 
M. de Boutell*, the Inventor, 
calla it a heliatatlc. It consists of 
the usual cigar-shaped gas hag fit­ 
ted with a tall and held in a net­ 
work of graduated elastic braces 
connecting it with the nacelle. The 
nacelle is the unusual part of th* 
heliatatlc, for It is almost exactly 
like an airplane. 
Of light materia), the nacelle Is 
fitted with a 60-horsepower motor, 
but besides the propeller in front, 
which drives the machine forward, 
It also has a propeller underneath, 
directly below the cockpit 
This 
auxillary propeller, which has its 
own 11-horsepower motor, holds th# 
secret of the machine's ability to 
rise vertically. 
The entire machine is so perfect­ 
ly balanced when the gas hags are 
properly filled with hydrogen that 
at almost any reasonable log alti­ 
tude as well as on the ground it Is 
static; that is, it will not rise or 
fall without motor power.
